The  Public  Schools. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  met  on 
Monday  evening.  Architects  F.  T.  Camp, 
and  Joseph  Oakss  presented  their  respec¬ 
tive  specifications  of  plans  for  the  new 
Berkeley  school  building.  The  reading 
of  a  portion  ot  the  specifications  was 
tened  to  and  discussed.  Further  hearing 
of  them  was  deferred  until  next  Monday 
evening.  The  clerk  was  Instructed  to 
call  a  special  meeting  at  the  Central 
school  building  on  Tuesday  evening,  July 
lfith,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 

amount  to  be  expended An  school  purposes 

the  ensuing  year.  The  trustees  recom¬ 
mend  that  $9,500  be  raised  for  current 
expenses  and  *3,000  towards  .payment  of 
mortgage  Indebtedness.  $*00  additional 
will  be  asked  to  purchase  land  adjoining 
the  Berkeley  school  lot.

The  ditch  which  conveys  the  water  from 
the  Glcnwood  avenue  culvert  is  si  perpetual 
source  of  annoyance  to  the  town  officials. 
Complaints  about  it  are  constantly  being 
made.  Thna  it  has  Wcotae  a  nuisance  of  a 
dangerous  character  was  unvie  evident  by  the 
statements  of  Mr.  Jokp  G.  Keyler  and  Mr. 
J.  W.  Breretou  before  the  Town  Committee 
on  Monday  nigqt.  Mr.  Keyley  said  that 
sonce  Mr.  J.  B.  Harvey  hail  filled  {up  his  lot 
along  the  east  line  of  which  the  ditch  runs, 
the  original  course  for  the  water  had  been 
hoked  up  and  now  ran  over  on  to  his  prop¬ 
erty.  His  stable  yard  was  rendered  imjsws- 
able,  and  the  health  of  the  tenants  in  his 
j>use  was.  threatened.  He  had*  raised  his 
ixildidgs  twice  ^before  to  escape  the  damag- 
ig^effeett  of  the  water.  He  gpuld  bring 
physicians  to  teseify  to  the  unhealthy  con¬ 
dition  of  the  place.  Mr.  Brereton  corrobo¬ 
rated  Mr.  Keyler  Is  statements  and  further 
stated  that  the  outhouses  were  overflowed  iu 
that  locality,  thus  addiug  to  the  nuisance.

He 
said  4hat  the  practical  operation  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  on  a  small  scale  would  prove  valuable 
to  the  Commit  toe  during  their  present  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  subject.  His  ootupany 
would  assume  all  the  expense  of  the  experi¬ 
ment  Mr.  Sheleiseh  stall'd  that  he  per¬ 
ceived  a  difficulty  iu  effectively  lighting  the 
towu,  owing  to  the  numerous  shade  trees 
along  the  streets.
